Tho aU 
luBion to it is calm, dignified and almost 
oonfident,— in strnngo contrast, indoed, 
with Mr GladBtono'a excited ntteraLcea 
tn Parliament: Dcspito tho calm and 
nnrnffolcd tone of tho Koval Spoocb, 
it would bo useless to attempt to con- 
ceal the fact that tho cation [a agitated 
from tho centre to the circumference. 
It is not tho egitatien of craven fear, 
bnt ot disappointment and indignation. 
Mr Fowler well remarked, in tho House 
of Commons, that Great, Britain 'should 
not bluster, nor Bhould she submit to 
bo bniilied }" and there in no doubt that 
ho exproBBed tho genoral sentiment 
when bo said., 'It our American 
cousins want money they will have to 
come and take it! ' If it be true, and 
it is difiioult to concoive that it eouid 
be otherwise, as stated in tho London 
News, that public opinion in Ger- 
many is strong in condemnation, of the 
course pursued by tho United States 
Government in connection with the 
Alabama Claims, 9 that circnmHtanco 
will doubtless havo its duo influence 
npon tho United Staics. And uniess 
wo nro greatly mistaken; not only 
Goremany, bat all tho Great Powers 
of Europe will condemn tbo course. In 
tho interests of peace— not only 
poaco betwoon Iho two powers 
more directly cODCorned, but _ as 
regards tho world — and justieo, 
it is to bo hoped that tho Americans 
will recede, and, recede in lime, from tho 
unwarrantable position they havo takon 
beforo the Geneva Court of Arbitration. 
Tho tono of Secretary Fish's reply 
to Lord Granville'u sote gives color to 
tbo belief that they aro • weakening.' 
If only the claims for direct damages 
were considered,' says Mr Fish, 'it 
might bo urged that Iho question was 
still open todieputg, and it was thought bed 
to proaant the whole cas3 to tbe arbitrators 
and leave it to their decieiou, is perfectly 
jeliable.' Mr Fish might have bean candid 
enough to add that, irj pressnting tbES9 re- 
mote claims, his country waa only 'try- 
ing it on,' and diden'fc expect to win. The 
United States mutt not expect to iotimidaio 
Great Britian by an order fur a few torpa- 
does.

Bat why wait until 
tbo evil shall have waxed great '1 Dues 
tbe physician stand by tho bedside of 
hiB patient and wuit till the fever ban 
rescued its height beforo applying a 
remedy? Is not tho practice tho very 
roverse 1 And in this the land disease 
doea not differ from others | in it, as in 
other mutters, the maxim holds go iu 
that 'an ouncu of prevention i.i better 
than a pound of euro. 1 The proposed 
measure will operate ns a remedy ia so 
far as tho evil already t xiste ; and, 
what is of mcro importatance, it will 
act as. a preventive — a tleteircnt, and 
thus tbe evil will bo nipped in tho bud, 
It will scarcely bo necessary fur ns to 
dwell upon the evils arising out of pro* 
mining tho public lands to full mio 
tho hands of thobO who will liuicl them 
for purposes ot speculation. To do to 
would bo to conduct tho reader over 
ground already well trodden. But wo 
may just point out thut tho proposed 
moasure, while operating as a remedy 
and a provontivo, will also ennblo per- 
sons holding lands for speculative pur- 
posep, and who may not bo residents of 
tho Province at ull,, to oontribute some- 
thing towurds tho Provincial revenue. 
It is to bo presumed that tho measure 
will moot with littlo or no opposi- 
tion.

Not upon iho gold mines, which would soon 
be worked out, and what would the city have 
to depend on then il not upon the agricul- 
tural resources, (Hear, hear, trom tha gal- 
lery.) 

Dr. Asb s:oonded the amendment and 
pointed out (hat the beat inducement that 
could bo held out to immigrants would bo 
the advancement ot agriculturist >.

Mr, McCreight said thot question would 
have to bo considered nft.'rwards. No doubt 
it was intended to defeat the Ministry.

Tbo Speaker ogaiu threatened to clear the 
gallery. 

Dr. Ash claimed that the hon, Provincial 
Secretory was out of order. 

Mr. Robertson claimed thct tbo reference 
to Land Graiti in the Speech meaLt the 
agricultural intoretts, 

Mr. W. Smithe contended that the mts> 
importaLt interests in ths Province wero it3 
agricultural int -'reals, but ho fenrod tbey 
had vory little to hope for from this Houso. 
Agricnlture was always permanent, always 
improving, and would build up iho coaiitry, 
While coal and gold mines must some day bo 
exhausted. lie did not object to the Tariff 
not beiog a portion ot tbo policy -of the 
Government.

Mr. Armstrong bopod tbo amendmenl r,f tlio honor- 
able member would he withdrawn. Ho | Mr. ArniHtrou tf i 
lei! a warm Interest In tho adoption of a modified tarilt, 
and tliis amondmont, if acted upon, would preclude the 
question comlnsj up again. 

Hon. Mr. Holbrook Joinrd with Mr. Arms' rnnp in hop- 
ing that the list amendment would bo withdrawn.
